All 
promises, 
agreements, 
con- 
tracts, etc., where the whole or any 
part of the consideration shall be for 
money or anything valuable betted 
in any game or upon any race, flght, 
or sport, shall he absolutely 
void. 


This part ot the statute applies to 
cases where the parties 
are 
both 
playing in a game or making a waser 
on a race or fight or sport and after 
the money is won or lost one prom- 
ises another to pay the amount. 
The other part of the statute ap- 
plies to cases where money is loaned 
or betted in a game, or staked upon 
the result, at the time when 
the 
wager is being made. 
The money 
might be loaned by a person in the 
game or even by a person out of 
sight of it provided he knew the pur- 
pose of the loan. The statute states 
that an agreement or contract for 
the repayment of money lent or ad- 
vanced at the time and for the pur- 
pose of betting shall be void.

Wine Regions In Champagne Re- 


gion Will Change Color.

Paris, Sept. 8.—Pink champagne, ;-r 
even red, is a threatened possibility 
as a result of the war, unless .the wine 
growers of the 
champaigne district 
are helped out by white wine growers 
of other regions. The glass works of 
Northern France and of Belgium that 
have 
furnished 
champagne 
bottles 
are in the hands of 
Germans, and 
further, the wine 
growers 
of the 
champagne district are short of casks 
—more than half of last year's vin- 
tage being still in the wood. The use 
of casks from the Burgundy and Bor- 
deaux red-wine regions has been pro- 
posed, and if this suggestion is taken 
up there are chances that the crop 
of 1915 will he pink. It would be im- 
practicable to thoroughly cleanse the 
red-wine casks of their color, and it 
is said that the redish color would 
in nowise harm the champagne. 
The "Mountains of Rheims ' where 
the chsmpagne is produced have, like 
the "Heights of the Meuse," disap- 
peared from the official communique. 
The steady pressure from the French 
Bide of the fighting line disengaged 
finally the last of the important cham- 
pagne vineyards, though those of St. 
Thierry and Hermonville to .the north 
of the' river Vesle are right next to 
the trenches, and those on the north- 
ern slope of the ridge called "Moun- 
tains of Rheims" 
are 
still within 


range of the enemy's artillery. Not- 
withstanding all the difficulties, the 
25,000 acres of the 
Champagne dis- 
trict will produce 'one-third more wine 
than last year, bringing the total to 
of the normal average before the war.
